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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 21 , 31 -46, 48 and 49 are pending as amended on 1 0 March 201 0 and 
claims 1-20, 22-30 and 47 being cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office Action. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendment to claim 41 , filed 1 0 March 201 0, specifically correcting 
the grammatical error has been fully considered and overcomes the following: 

The objection to claim 41 has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's amendment to claims 31 , 32, 37, 39, 40, and 45, specifically 
correcting the antecedent basis issue, has been fully considered and overcomes the 
following: 

The rejection of claims 31 , 32, 37, 39, 40, and 45 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's importation of the limitation of claims 22 and 47 into independent 
claim 21 and cancellation of claims 22 and 47, specifically limiting the oil phase to 
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comprise olefins has been fully considered and distinguishes from US Patent 4,582,138 
(Balzer hereinafter). 

The rejection of claims 21, 22, 31-37, and 39-46 under 35 USC 102(a) and 
102(e) as being anticipated by o, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Balzer has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claim 38 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Balzer in view of US Patent 5,232,910 (Mueller '910 hereinafter) has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 21 , 31-46, 48 and 49 are allowed for the reasons of record.
